‘On Idth Aug., daring some farther military 
manonvrea at Aldershot, owing to tho 
great hoat, the soldiers wore allowed to 
rade in thoir shirt slecyes. 

The heat was still Yery great over tho 
southorn portion of Englend, and in tho 
metropolis tho thermometer ia the shado 
again registered ninsty-ono degress, which 
ie ths same .as on tho preceding day. 
Tho sky was vory clost ovor the southern 
portion of the Kingdom, and on the Chan. 
nel coast the midnight temperatures were 
rather‘ higher than on the preceding day; 
thera. was, howaver, somo diminution of 
temperature in the north east. The 
thermometer has now exceeded eighty 
degrees for ton consecutive days in 
London, sad in the sun the maximum 
reading for that poriod has averaged one 
hundrad and thirty-five degrees. Yostor- 
day (17th Aug.) is described as the hottest 
dsy of tho year. 

Deaths from sunstroke sre reported 
from many parts of the country. The 
hoat bas fallon heavily upon the ‘bus and 
tram horses of the metropolis, and namer- 
ous cnses of breakdown have been reported 
at the headquarters of all the companies. 

Jn thio exceptionally hot weather, the 
Honas of Commons preserves its reputa- 
tion of being one of the cootest places of 
public resort in the Motropolis.

SIBERIA AND THE EXILE SYSTEM. 
On my return foom my tour of exploration 
in Bact Russian-Siberia toward the olose of 
1889, the firat book that fell into my hands 
was a German translation of George 
Kennan’s well-known book of travels in 
Siberia. How totally metemorphosed was 
the Kennan whose simple unpretentious oar- 
rative of his travels io Kamschatka had 0 
thoroughly inspired me with regard for him ! 
Tho serious, Veracious traveller was me- 
tamorphoused into the sensational American 
journalist. The whole foult is in his 
methode of investigation. Mr Kennan met 
in Siberia a number of apparently educated 
men and women, whose possession of such 
writings as those of Mill, Buckle, and 
Spenoer imposed very strongly on him. 
They said ovthing about bloodshed, dyna- 
mite, or revolvers, and when questioned as 
to their curriculum vite, they gave & mosaic 
of governmental Lyraony, official ‘ mieuoder- 
standing,’ prisons, ill-treatment, hunger, 
poverty, madness, and suicide. Mr Kenoaa 
showed his sympathy with them, and, ae he 
himself says, joined them in singing revolu- 
tionary hymna. ‘He then returned to Ama- 
rica, and, in the Century Magazine, pictured
